The First Power J»ress. 

Tho iiiKt attempt to make. a. power 
printing,' pioaa waa in 1804. There 
^as ft coiiiijusitor in the olBoo of the 
London "Times," named Thomas 
Marr3'n, wlio, in that your, conceived 
the idea of applying Watt's improved 
. steam engine to a power press. He 

ji-,ah9W6d biJi modal to John Walter, who 
furpiBhed him with money and room 
in which to continue his osporinioiit, 
and perfect his uiachiiit). Jjiit the 
pressmen in the oilioe, and tLoro were 
qaite a minibor of them, as the'Times' 
had to bo printed entirely 'by baud 
-presses, pursued the inventor with 
Bilroh bKnd-.infuriate lia^o that the man 
wa3 in'terror of his life from day to 
day, and Iho Hchomowas given up. 

Ten years later another ingenious 
inventor, nftmed Kouig, procured a 
pataikfc for a steam press, and Mr. 
-Walter determined to give his invon- 

:,Ation a trial at all hazards. The press 
Tvas secretly sot up in another build- 
ing, and a low men, pledged to se- 
crecy, were hired and put in training 
to work: it. Oa the night of the tr ial 
• tift? pffessmen in the "Tifaes" building 

, .irero told that tlio paper would not go 
; to press until very lato, as important 
naws was expected from tho Conti- 
nent. At six in the morning John 
Walter went to the pressroom and an- 
nounced to tlio men that tho wliuh; 
edition of tho '"TiiiKiH" had Ik^oii 
printed by steam during tho nigliL, 
and that liouGC3forward tho steam press 
would -be regularly used. Ho told tho 
men if they attemptotl violonco tlioro 
' was a force at hand to .suppress it, but 
if tlmy behaved well, no man should 
be a loser l)y the invention. Thoy 
Biiould eiilicr roiuain in their situa- 
tions, or rofoivo full wages until they 
eould procure others. This conduct 
a, rich and powerful man was no 
"infbro' tfian decent. The men acee])teil 
hia terniH with nlncritv.

1'ho joko was so 
pungent that Mrs. Milbank sent it on 
its travels; and so itoaino to pass that 
Lord Bivors heard of it and iinally it 
came to the ears of Dr. Kenealy; but 
by the time it reached tho member for 
Stoke tho humor had all been dried 
up in it, and it became no joke. At 
what precise period of its career it suf- 
fered transformation is not related, 
but here is the shape in which Dr. 
Kenealy dished it up in a .petition to 
tho House of Commons, as evidence 
of tho partiality of tho Lord Chief Jus- 
tice at tho great trial.

Milbank wishes that sho had had tho 
good taste to refrain from introducing 
into licr charniine: tittle tattle with tho 
Lord Chief Justice such nn unlucky 
subject as the Claimant. And so, it 
may be presumed, does her husband, 
who is M. P., for the North Riding of 
Yorkshire, who has had to get up in 
tho House and make a speech in her 
defence.

Life AssiiraiiGG 



Hon. Edward Blako ia iho eldest 
ton of the late Samuel Humo Blako, 
■who was the first Chancellor of Upper 
Canada. The father was one of the 
'laMiiit IftwyerB of his time, and was 
^rtws^'diit moinber of the Legislature 
ML Allggljf^J TTnilrfl Canada m the 
general election in 1847. Ho put 
ziu^^uough the House a Bill lemodoling 
th«^A^ofiChancery, and on being 
^;".'i;^gqiittlB^ Ohinoellor thoroughly re- 
° formed the practice of the Court and 
Tparged it of the evila of procrastina- 
J^Oa^and delay, and made it what it is 
'"aiow, one of the most efiScientauperior 
Couitrpf -Ontario. The present Miu- 
j^^tef -61 Jiietiioe was educated at Upper 
■"a-jO»nada College and the Toronto Uni- 
varsity , and was trained for the Chan- 
cery Bar, where ,be soon followed the 
footBtopa of his father, distinguish 
ing hiniBelf and securing a largo prac- 
tice which now yields the largest pro- 
feasional income in Ontario. Ho enter 
ed politics at the lirst general eleotiou 
after federation, and was elected 
to the Commons from West Durham, 
and to the Local House from iSoulh 
Bruce. Ho rose rapidly and soon be- 
came the best debater on the tloor of 
either House. Upon the fall of the 
Sandlield Macdonald Governraent,Mr. 
Blake was called upon to form a Gov- 
ernment, which he did, he not taking 
' • a portfolio or any salary. In the 
House of Commons he continued to 
' ■ attack the Government of Sir John 
' Macdonald with great vigor and most 
telling speeches, and assisted mator- 
ially in rendering more effective the 
yarioua measures of Sir John. He 
was selected by the House as one ol 
the Committee to investigate the 
charges made by Mr. Huntington 
' against Sir John A. Macdonald. 
Upon the fall of Sir John's 
Goverament, Mr. Blake became a luein 
bar of Mr. Mackenzie's Government, but 
Boon^withdrew, preferring the practice 
of bia profesBfou, Binco then bo hae 
'•J ■'' •'baea offered and doolined the Chief Jus- 
tioesbip of the Supreme Ccmrt— the higli- 
^ f^'aait Judiuial ofllco in the Dominion. The 
offloo he no\T nrjanmeis — that of Miniater 
flrnf of Justice — will give acopo to Mr. 
Bltkka'a great abilities in barmouizing 
the oonfliotiug laws of so many Pro- 
' vjBQeB. an.d keeping their legislatures 
' inthin constitutional bounds. To hiiu 
.r. • .-HiUi fall the patronage of tha Supreme 
» ■ . Court Bench an.l tilling up tba vaoauoies 
in other Courts. His brothiT tSamuel Ib 
•onior Vice Ou incollor of OnUirio, utw 
• • 'V- both brotbora are married to daughters 
' of the lute Anglican Bishop of Ilurou, 
' Otffurio, and belong to the Low Church 
' " party. In politics Mr. Bluko is an Indo- 
peudent Liberal. Although distinguiah- 
' ed throngbout Old Canada for his priTato 
' virtues aud liis Heholastiu ami legal at- 
lainojeutH, Mr. Blako was brought moni 
prominently before the people of Britisih 
'"'^ Columbia by bis celebrated speech made 
:OI 'at Aurora, Canada, something less than a 
twelveoijntb ago. Ia that speech Mr. 
Blake revien-od the policy of Sir John 
Macdonald, and coming to the treaty 
with British Columbia ho made use of 
^ ' iTorda to this ett'eot — "Katuur than that 
CaneJa oboulil attempt to carry out that 
treaty I would say to British Columbia, 
go." At the time we took occasion to 
. Qpadema the rauark as uiiju&t and in.' 
politic. The Province was profoundly agi- 
tated bj the failure of Canada to fulfil 
the terms of that treaty. The Local Gov- 
_ ornmont and their snpportor.s wore roar-

EoiToa Coi.o.sisr. — Permit mo 
through tlio columns of your valuable 
paper to sav a few words for our pret- 
ty littlo valley and its settlors, viz., 
giving a few items with regard to the 
climate, enjoyinonts, pro.spccts &c., 

Tho fall was mild and beautiful , with 
no cold weather to speak of, except 
occasional frosty nights, till about the 
first of December. You could scarcely 
imagine anything so delighiful ns 
the climate iu ihia valley; oapocially 
when we con.sider our close proximity 
to the frozen regions. Indoi-'d, I can 
hardly realize wo are throe hundred 
miles north and east of your ambitious 
little city; if one should judge from 
tho weather alone, they would cer- 
tainly think they were fifty miles auutli 
of San FrauciHCv). However, about the 
first of December winter began to 
scatter her snowy maiitlo abont us, 
aud wc to realize were too far north 
for eternal summer. 

For about two weeks tho frosts wore 
keen, u]liiou;.;h uiilv uuge did the 
thorniomotor indieiv^o as low as IJdog.

"About 
nine o'clock the dining room was 
cleared, and those who were charmed 
by the excellent music discoursed by 
Mr. Voght, tipped the.light fantaefcio 
too till tho wee sma' hours wore away 
to the dawn. Most of the party had 
come a long distance, some as far as 
tw^enty miles, others bad brought their 
littlo ones with them, cousoqueutly 
remained till tho next day. As for 
ourselves we bid adieu to kind friends 
at two o'clock, and wended our way 
homeward to enjoy a littio of nature's 
sweet restorer "balmy sleep," and tho 
next day felt that New Year's once a 
year was often enough. 

For the last week the weather has 
been very soft, and the snow has dim- 
inished to half its former depth, with 
a fair prospect of all leaving us very 
soon. The ica has gone from the river 
o.vcept a little on either side. Stock 
never looked better, and overybjody 
Reems in oscellont spirits, and as far 
as this world's afifaira are oonoertiod, 
prosperous. But we greatly need a 
minister to break the monotony of our 
Sabbaths. We expected one last fall, 
but as that season has worn away to 
mid-winter, wo livo in hopes that when 
spring opens, our eyos will bo greeted 
by his friendly face, nnd our hearts 
made to rejoice once more at the glad 
sound of tho Gospel of Peace. 

We hear too that Mr. Jessop, vour 
worthy superinteudent contemplates 
making us a visit iu 4pril Of early in 
May for tho purpose of establiahing a 
school, whiuli is greatly needed.

Now that the question between tho 
House of Commons aud tho "Tiracs" 
and "Daily News" has been disposed 
of, Botne poiuta in the history o| the 
relations subsisting between PaWta- 
lUGiit and tho press in regard the 
publication of the proceedings and de- 
liales of tho two Chambers may not 
be without gonoral interest. The Long 
Parliament allowed the "diurnnl oc- 
currences of Parliament" to be printed 
but forbade, without Bpocial leave 
from the House, tiio printing of tho 
speeches dcUvored by any of its moin- 
hera. liven the members themselves 
were not ^^rmitted to infringe o^ this 
rule, and iiV 164! Sir Edward Dering 
was expelled from tho Houso and coin- 
milteil to prison for iTublishing a vol- 
ume of his own spoecliCB. Sfime time 
after tho restoration iu l(\HQ, tho 
House of Commons voaolvcd tliat tlieir 
votes and pi'O^eedings should bo puh- 
linlied,Junder the Buporiiucndonoo of 
tho Speaker, but oruoied that their 
debates fihauld oontinuo secret. It wjs 
then that tho custom of publishing 
parliamentary do' uloH imdor a lictitiuua 
deslgiuitioii and imaginary names was 
(Kunmencod.and nunierou.s resolutions 
!iuj)ported by active prooeeiliiig: 
against offenders, wore levelled against 
it at the end of tho Hcvonteenth con 
tury.
